REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Com ni'iHs'ionerr  of  the  South  Carolina  School  for 
the  Deaf  and  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen : 

I am  pleased  to  suhmit  to  you  tlu'  one  hundred  twenty-first  an- 
nual report  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  d'he  year 
proved  to  he  one  in  which  major  changes  took  place;  all  of  which, 
we  believe,  contributed  to  a better  educated  deaf  and  blind  child 
in  South  Carolina. 

Enrollment  reached  an  all  time  hi^h  of  555  students  with  an 
average  enrollment  of  540.  Tins  was  an  increa.se  of  34  over  the 
previous  year.  The  scliool  population  was  divided  as  follows:

d'he  total  amount  of  money  exj)ended  during  the  year  was 
$1,613,432.00.  Of  this,  $1,437,043.00  was  appropriated  by  the 
State  and  $176,389.00  was  from  various  federal  programs.  Each 
member  of  the  faculty  received  a $200.00  increase  in  salary  and 
all  other  emplo^^ees  of  the  School  received  a $100.00  increase. 
Federal  money  was  used  to  provide  additional  cla.ssroom  space, 
additional  teachers,  and  maintenance  for  20  additional  students. 

The  year  was  marred  by  the  death  of  Mr.  L.  A.  Grier,  Sr.,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners.  He  died  on  December 
17,  1968,  after  a brief  illne.ss.  Mr.  Gi'ier  .served  the  School  with 
devotion  in  this  ca{>acity  for  28  years  and  through  his  wisdom 
and  wide  experience  rendered  an  invaluable  service  to  the  admin- 
istration and  the  School.  His  death  was  a great  loss  to  Cedar 
S{)ring.  He  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  .sorely  missed  by  the 
members  of  the  Board,  the  administration,  and  his  many  friends 
at  the  School. 

On  May  15,  1969,  the  General  As.sembly  of  South  Carolina  a- 
mended  the  1962  Code  to  reconstitute  the  Board  of  Commi.ssioners 
of  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  Section 
22-451  now  reads,  “The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  South 
Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  shall  consi.st  of  seven

The  i-an^e  of  payment  is 
Sd.OO.  $.■).()()  and  $7.(K)  p(>r  W(*ek.  with  each  paiamt  hein^r  re(]ue.sted 
to  ])ay  at  h'ast  the  minimum.  I’he  money  is  to  h(>  set  aside  and 
added  to  any  state*  money  appro])i’iated  foi*  much  needed  capital 
improv(*ments  at  ('<*dai-  Spring. 

Two  cooju'rat iv(*  rehaleilitation  pi'o<rrams  were  .started  during 
the  yeai’.  f)ne  with  the*  ('ommission  for  the  Hliml.  which  is  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Ralph  l»rown.  The  other  cooperative  pro-

^raiii  is  with  the  State  Departiuent  of  ^h)eati()nal  Ifehabilitation 
and  is  direeted  by  Mi‘.  Micliael  McCallister.  Details  of  their 
year's  })ro^^ress  will  he  seen  elsewhere  in  this  re])ort.  These  were 
iniieh  needed  programs  and  we  are  very  i)leased  to  have  them. 
However,  they  have  only  he^nn  and  need  to  he  expanded  in  order 
to  1)('  of  real  benefit  to  onr  .students.  It  is  hoped  that  the  future 
years  will  see  this  expansion. 

Lieutenant  (Joveiaior  .John  A\h>st  was  the  featured  speaker  at  a 
joint  nieetinir  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  the  Ihirent-Teacher 
Organization  on  .May  lOth.  It  was  a real  pleasure  to  have  Lieu- 
tenant (lovernoi-  West  to  visit  our  School  and  to  speak  to  the 
many  friends  of  the  School  who  were  in  attendance  for  this  oc- 
casion. 

The  numhei'  of  day  students  was  greatly  expanded  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  yeai‘.  Students  from  the  (ireenville  and  Spai'- 
tanbui’g  areas  were  transported  daily  by  bus  and  taxis.  The 
money  for  this  was  .secured  through  Federal  Funds.  By  these 
two  means,  we  increased  the  numbei-  of  day  students  by  57 ; thus, 
enabling  us  to  fill  these  day  .students'  spaces  in  our  dormitory. 

Mr.  .Toe  H.  Hall,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commi.ssioners.  in 
February  announced  the  retirement  of  Dr.  W.  Laurens  Walker  on 
.June  ^JO,  BK)!),  after  43  yeai's  of  .service  to  the  deaf  and  .3S  years 
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as  Siiperinteiulent  of  the  South  C'arolina  School  for  the  Deaf  ami 
the  Blind.  The  Board,  through  Mr.  Hall,  expressed  to  Dr. 
Walker  “their  sincere  appreciation  of  his  long  and  devoted  service 
to  Cellar  Spring  and  to  the  education  and  welfare  of  the  deaf  of 
South  ('arolina.”  Mr.  Hall  also  announced  that  Mr.  X.  F.  Walker, 
Assistant  Supei’intendent  for  the  past  ifO  yeai's  would  assume  the 
position  of  Superintendent  on  .Inly  1.  IhG!). 

It  has  l)een  anothei-  gooil  year  at  C'edar  Sj)ring.  Many  ini- 
pi-ovements  were  made  and  the  groundwork  laid  for  many  more.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRIXC'IPAL  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

FOR  THE  BLIND 

Because  of  the  gratifying  success  of  our  first  .summer  .school 
(19GH),  another  six  weeks’  se.ssion  is  |)lanned  for  19G0.  Since 


those  attendin|j^  come  on  a voluntary  basis,  only  students  o;enuine- 
1}^  interested  in  learning  attend,  making  the  group  somewhat  se- 
lective. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  enrollment  Avas  162. 
Seven  .stiulents  have  enrolled  since  that  time,  and  fifteen  students 
have  Avithdrawn.  The  AvithdraAvls  Avere  for  sev'eral  reasons:  four 
returned  to  public  school,  four  moved  out  of  the  state,  tAvo  Avere 
married  and  the  remainder  Avere  too  immature  to  stay.  The  in- 
crease in  enrollment  throughout  the  .school  made  it  imperative  to 
erect  three  portable  classroom  units  of  tAvo  rooms  each.  Visually 
handicapped  children  have  occupied  three  of  these  classrooms. 
Through  government  funds  an  additional  teacher  Avas  em])loyed 
as  AA’ell  as  additional  teaching  aids  including  a stereoscopic  mi- 
croscope. ten  Perkins  Hraillers  and  fuiuiiture  for  tAvo  additional 
classrooms. 

Classroom  Avork  in  grades  one  through  tAveh-e  folloAved  the 
.standards  prescribed  by  the  South  Carolina  Board  of  Education 
deviating  only  in  terms  of  methods  and  availability  of  braille  and 
large  ])rint  texts.  Scholastic  j)rogress  Avas  measured  Avith  stand- 
ardized achievement  tests  and  teacher  evaluations.  All  .students 
.shoAved  appreciable  gains  including  those  in  non-graded  clas.ses. 
Some  of  the  latter  Avill  be  integrated  into  regular  classes  for  the 
1969-1070  school  term.  The  Schola.stic  Aptitude  Test  Avas  ad- 
mini.stered  to  all  juniors  and  seniors  and  their  performance  com- 
pared favorably  Avith  that  of  other  visually  handicapped  students. 

Physical  Education  for  visually  handicapped  .students  is  one  of 
the  most  imiAortant  pha.ses  of  their  training  and  all  classes  partic- 
ipated regularly.  The  major  highlight  of  the  year  Avas  the  An- 
nual Track  and  Field  Day.  Students  Avere  grouped  according  to 
age  and  visual  acuity.  They  competed  for  trophies  in  the  various 
events.  In  addition  to  the  usual  expendable  materials  a parallel 
bar,  gym  dollies,  rubber  broad  jump  mat,  skates,  trampoline  and 
an  official  wre.stling  mat  Avere  added  to  the  list  of  purcha.sed 
equipment  during  the  school  term. 

FolloAving  the  pattern  of  previous  years,  social  clubs,  Sunday 
School  and  recreational  activities  Av^ere  a part  of  the  regular  pro- 
gram ; howeA^er,  the  Dramatic  Club  was  changed  to  a Mathematics 
Club.  A Cub  Scout  Pack  was  added  for  the  younger  boys.  Mr. 
George  R.  Bethea,  Supervising  Teacher,  acted  as  Cubmaster  and 
the  mothers  of  three  of  the  children  served  as  Den  Mothers, 
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( )ii  Jiimiarv  7.  l lu'  South  ('ai’oliua  (’oimuission  for  the 

IMiiid  set  ii|)  an  offict*  on  cainpii.s  to  |)rovid(‘  coiinstdin^  services 
for  visually  handicapiu'd  stinhuits.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

FOR  THE  DEAF 


The  1908-G9  enrollment  was  increased  by  approximately  twenty 
students  over  the  previous  year  and  this  necessitated  the  employ- 
ment of  two  additional  teachers  in  the  School  for  the  Deaf.  The 
professional  staff  })roved  to  he  forty-four  cooperative  and  con- 
scientious individuals.  Through  their  efforts  educational  strides 
have  been  made  in  numerous  areas. 

During  the  summer  months  fourteen  students  })articipated  in  a 
six  weeks  summer  school  program.  This  program  proved  to  be 
successful  and  will  be  continued  this  .summer  with  an  increased 
enrollment  and  additional  course  offerings.  In  September  a Piol- 
ogy  course  was  added  to  our  science  department  and  the  students 
have  shown  a great  interest  in  this  field  of  study. 

At  the  primary  level  group  teaching  periods  were  initiated 
with  a master  teacher  conducting  the  lessons.  The  pupils  con- 
sidered the  group  teaching  periods  something  ver}^  special  and 
})roduced  more  during  these  periods  than  at  anj^  other  periods 
during  the  day.  These  group  lessons  also  gave  the  first  year 
teachers  in  the  primary  grades  an  opportunity  to  observe  an  ex- 
perienced teacher  introduce  and  carr}^  out  an  entire  lesson. 

In  the  intermediate  classes  we  have  made  improvements  in  the 
curriculum  by  adding  educational  supplies  and  equipment  that 
have  enabled  the  students  to  better  understand  their  environment. 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  school  transportation  which  helped 
in  the  total  development  of  our  students.  Many  field  trips  to 
j)laces  of  interest  were  taken  during  the  school  year. 

Social  Elygiene  classes  were  offered  to  children  fifteen  years 
old  and  above  for  the  first  time.  Various  areas  were  covered  such 
as:  child  growth  and  develo])nient.  personal  hygiene,  dating  and 
courtship,  family  budgeting,  and  marriage  and  the  family.  This 
course  was  a success  and  students  gained  a wealth  of  information. 
The  subject  matter  was  presented  in  a manner  that  the  responsi- 
bility of  proper  social  attitudes  and  actions  rested  entirely  with 
the  students.  The  instructors  emphasized  the  proper  moral  be- 
liefs of  our  society  with  the  hope  that  the  students  would  govern 
their  lives  by  the  accepted  social  standards  of  our  time. 

Two  outstanding  club  productions  took  place  during  the  school 
year.  The  Walker  Literary  Society  did  an  exceptional  production 
of  “The  Christmas  Carol”.  The  students  and  club  sponsors  are  to 
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he  (‘oinmeiuled  on  the  play  and  their  tireless  efforts.  The  Junior 
Xational  Association  of  the  Deaf  sponsored  May  Day  lOGO  with 
a ((ueen  court,  and  a very  enjoyable  pantoiniine  of  “Snow  White 
and  the  Seven  Dwarfs.” 

d'he  athletic  pi-o^rani  at  onr  school  continued  to  jzrow  and  ini- 
prove.  Although  the  football  season  didn't  produce  a victory. 
t(‘ani  sjni-it  was  hi^h  and  nuinerons  touchdowns  were  made  dur- 
ing the  .sea.M)n.  Two  ineinhers  of  the  s(]nad  received  all-confer- 
ence awards,  d'he  <2:irls'  basketball  team  had  a seasons  record  of 
in  wins  and  7 Ios.m's  and  Ann  ('oi’ley  was  selected  as  a member  of 
the  all-conference  team,  d he  boy's  baski'tball  team  won  11  ^ames 
and  lost  11  iranu's.  They  finished  second  in  the  .Vnnnal  Mason- 
Dixon  Tournament  with  liernaial  .Jones  bein^  .selected  on  the  .Vll- 
Stai’  d’eani.  Our  track  team  broke  (Mirlit  .school  records  and  fin- 
i."hed  third  in  th(>  ('onfi'rence.  k'ive  boys  (pialified  for  the  State 
'brack  .M(‘ct  in  (’ohimbia  and  ('alvin  Hi-ock  won  .second  j)lace  in 
the  (Mitiia'  stat('  in  his  sp(‘cialty  ev«‘iit.  the  low  hurdles. 

'I'he  |)hysical  education  depai'tment  had  a busy  and  successful 
school  y«*ar.  'I'he  physical  (‘diication  pro^rram  at  our  school  must 
be  on»'  that  is  both  challen^iufr  and  varied  enou^rh  to  cover  an  afre 
ranp‘  of  six  to  twenty  year  old  students.  Two  nationally  known 
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physical  fitness  tests  were  <riven  to  our  children.  The  Amateur 
Athletic  ITnion  Test  was  administered  to  our  younger  children 
and  the  Presidential  1 outh  Fitness  Test  was  given  to  our  older 
students.  Our  students  did  remarkably  well  on  these  tests  and  the 
tests  served  as  guides  for  areas  that  need  to  he  strengthened. 

During  the  second  semester  one  of  our  faculty  members  served 
as  an  instructor  for  a communications  class.  Sixteen  participants 
met  for  nine  weeks  learning  fingerspelling  and  the  language  of 
signs.  The  most  important  goal  in  deaf  education  is  to  teach  the 
student  to  communicate.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal  a person 
must  have  a basic  knowledge  of  all  types  of  methods  used  to  teach 
deaf  children  communication  skills.  Therefore,  it  is  my  intention 
to  ])romote  communication  classes  at  our  school  to  strengthen  the 
relationship  between  students  and  faculty. 

REPOKT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  FOR  THE  APHASICS 

The  closing  of  the  1968-1969  school  year  marked  the  ending  of 
the  seventh  year  of  educational-therapeutic  services  to  twenty  of 
South  Carolina’s  Aphasic  children.  Three  new  children  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  program  early  in  the  year  to  fill  the  existing  vacan- 
cies which  were  created  by  the  successful  transition  of  three  form- 
er students  into  the  public  school  system  within  their  hometowns. 
Guidance  and  follow-up  have  shown  that  these  three  students 
have  made  satisfactory  adjustment  to  the  public  school  environ- 
ment. Their  academic  progress  throughout  this  school  year  has 
also  been  excellent. 

A six  weeks  summer  program  was  conducted  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1968  utilizing  Title  I funds.  General  s]ieaking  the  proj- 
ect was  very  successful  in  many  ways.  It  bridged  the  gap  be- 
tween the  regular  nine  months  school  years  and  it  provided  the 
children  with  an  enjoyable  constructive  use  of  part  of  their  sum- 
mer vacation.  The  particij)ants  seemed  to  have  much  lower  lan- 
guage and  academic  regression  levels  than  the  non-participants 
when  school  began  for  the  1968-69  .school  year. 

Through  the  use  of  a Avide  array  of  up  to  date  supplies  and 
many  distinguished  types  of  auditory  and  visual  aids  designed 
e.specially  for  the  education  and  habilitation  of  Aphasic  children 
it  is  felt  that  progress  was  made  in  all  areas.  The  teachers 
planned  curricular  activities  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  each 
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participant.  Much  individual  instruction  was  neccssarv  due  to 
the  heteropMiousness  of  the  partici])ants  in  clironolop^ical  a^e, 
mental  a^e  and  physical  and  intellectual  abilities.  Su})ervised 
recreational  activities  fostered  socialiaztion  improvements.  A 
similar  summer  i)ro^ram  is  planned  for  the  summer  of  1960. 

Our  enrollment  this  year  was  twenty.  We  have  four  academic 
teachers  and  a full  time  speech  teachei-.  I’tili/.inji  a low  teacher 
pupil  i-atio  and  full  time  individual  speech  teachers  all  of  the 
childiam  in  the  program  wei’c  involved  in  a compi’chensive  ]U’o- 
^M’am  d(‘si;rned  to  meet  the  full  academic  needs  of  the  A]diasic 
cliiM.  d'his  curriculum  not  only  included  the  usual  .^ti'on<;  em- 
j)hasis  on  (»vei-all  lan^’iia^fe  development  and  spet'ch  lhera])V  hut 
also  s|)(‘ci fically  d(>si^ned  techni<|ues  to  habilitate'  those  children 
with  multiple  handicap])in^  conditions  such  as  (^erehral  Palsy 
and  Ih'arin^  Losses. 

Si^rnifieant  |)ro^ress  was  made'  not  only  in  the  academic  areas 
hut  in  th('  social  and  emotional  I’ealms  as  well.  .Vccordinc:  to 
pei'iodic  teacher  e\aluations  which  were  detei’inined  by  personal 
oh.servat ions  and  formal  and  infoiMual  testing  all  children  pro- 
•.M-e'ssed  in  the  individual  areas  in  which  they  wei'e  weak.  Due  to 
the  comple.xity  of  statistical  treatment  of  evaluative  techniques 
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Avith  children  with  language  disorders  it  is  impossible  to  graphic- 
ally illustrate  significant  improvements  of  the  students. 

Off  campus  field  trips  continued  to  provide  valuable  experi- 
ences for  the  students.  Examples  Avould  include  trips  to  the 
Spartanburg  County  hhiir,  the  Ringling  Brothers  Circus  in 
Greenville,  the  city  schools  art  display  and  various  parties  and 
outings.  T attended  a number  of  professional  meetings  during  the 
year  including  the  State  Council  for  Exceptional  Children  Con- 
vention in  Columbia  and  the  International  Convention  of  the 
Council  for  Exceptional  Children  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

It  is  my  hope  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  more  of  our  stu- 
dents will  be  able  to  move  back  into  the  public  schools  thus  en- 
abling the  Aphasic  program  to  ex])and  its  services  to  more  of  the 
children  who  are  now  on  our  rapidly  growing  waiting  list.  I feel 
that  our  ultimate  goal  is  to  provide  those  habilitative  services 
necessary  to  someday  make  our  students  “tax  payers  and  not  tax 
users.” 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
TEACHER'S  EDUCATIOX  DEPARTMENT 

AA"e  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  1968-69  school  term  marks  the 
twentieth  anniversary  of  the  teacher  training  program  which  is 
presented  jointly  by  Converse  College  and  the  South  Carolina 
School  for  the  Deaf,  and  endorsed  by  the  Conference  of  Execu- 
tives of  American  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  Inc.  While  we  look  for- 
ward to  change  and  hopefully  to  improvement  in  our  program, 
we  feel  that  we  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  progress  and  expan- 
sion that  have  taken  place  over  the  past  twenty  years. 

The  course  Avas  initiated  in  1949  as  a one-year  program,  with 
six  members  in  the  class, — tAvo  ConA^erse  College  students  and 
four  teachers  who  took  the  course  on  an  in-service  basis.  During 
the  first  five  years  students  receiA^ed  no  college  credit  for  the 
courses.  In  1954  Converse  granted  six  semester  hours  of  credit. 
Interest  in  this  specialized  field  of  education  continued  to  grow, 
and  finally  in  1956,  the  training  program  Avas  established  as  a 
tAvo-year  course  carrying  26  semester  hours  of  college  credit. 

Another  milestone  Avas  reached  in  1965  when  administrators  at 
Converse  College  transferred  the  program  to  the  Psychology  De- 
partment, thus  enabling  students  to  major  in  the  psychology  of 
the  exceptional  child.  This  plan  has  worked  out  very  successful- 
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Iv,  in  that  the  students  receive  a strontr  liberal  arts  backjrround 
with  a major  in  psycholo«ry  in  addition  to  their  specialized  train- 
ing to  teach  the  deaf.  The  twelve  hours  of  credit  given  for  the 
training  course  in  the  junior  year  are  applied  to  the  requirements 
for  a major  in  psychology.  The  trainees  are  urged  to  take  as  elec- 
tives as  many  general  ediu'ational  courst^s  at  Converse  as  their 
schedules  will  permit. 

Including  the  members  of  the  lOOJ)  class  a total  of  117  teachers 
have  graduated  from  this  j)rograin  since  it  was  e.stablished  in 
1949. 

Seven  seniors  completed  the  jmogram  this  year  and  were 
awarded  tlie  B.A.  degree  from  Converse  College.  They  were: 
Ann  Barrow,  Winston-Salem.  N.C.;  Lizette  Boone,  .Vrlington. 
Virginia:  Dorn  Ellison,  Lancaster.  S.C.:  Karen  Haas,  Atlanta. 
Ga.;  Susan  -Jolin.ston.  Jacksonville.  Fla.;  Cheryl  Sexton,  Sj)artan- 
burg,  S.C.;  and  Anne  Timmons.  ITartsville.  S.C.  Miss  Johnston 
was  graduated  with  distinction  in  course  and  was  invited  to  mem- 
bership in  Gamma  Sigma,  National  Honorary  Society. 

Five  of  the  seven  graduates  have  accepted  teaching  positions 
for  the  19G9-1970  term.  Miss  Boone  will  teach  a {)re-school  class 
at  the  Speech  and  Hearing  Outer  at  Duke  University 
and  Miss  Ellison  will  teach  a pre-school  group  at  the  Speech  and 
Hearing  Center  at  the  I'niversity  of  Virginia  Medical  College  at 
Richmond.  Miss  flohnston  has  accepted  an  ajq^ointment  to  teach 
a cla.ss  of  deaf  children  in  the  public  schools  sy.stem  of  Jackson- 
ville. Florida.  Miss  d'immons  will  teach  a class  of  deaf  children 
on  first  grade  level  in  the  public  school  system  of  Charleston. 
S.(\  Miss  Sexton  has  accepted  a position  as  a Preparatory  1 
t('acher  at  the  South  Cai-olina  School  for  the  Deaf.  lUiss  Ihirrow 
has  been  acc(‘j)ted  by  the  Gi-aduate  School  of  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  will  work  for  her  ma.ster's  degree  in  the  field  of 
education  of  the  deaf.  Miss  Ellison  will  study  at  the  .lohn  Tracy 
Clinic  in  Los  Angeles  this  summer.  .Miss  Haas  will  be  mari'ied 
this  summer  and  will  not  he  located  in  a town  where  their  is  either 
a class  or  a school  for  the  deaf : however,  this  locatif>n  will  not  he 
permanent  and  she  does  plan  to  teach  the  following  year. 

'rile  eight  juniors  enrolled  in  the  program  were:  Gail  Cozart. 
Wilson,  N.C.;  Patty  Downes.  Richmond,  Va.;  Bunny  Hicklin, 
Jacksonville,  Fla.;  Marion  Hill,  Huntsville,  Ala.;  Janice  Mack,

Owings.  T’nion,  S.(’.:  and  Jan  Rorebeck.  Tampa.  Fla. 
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Two  trips  were  arranged  for  the  students  this  year.  The  seniors 
visited  the  Tennessee  School  for  the  Deaf  last  fall  and  the  juniors 
visited  the  Atlanta  Speech  School  in  the  spring. 

Due  to  the  continuing  shortage  of  trained  teachers  in-service 
courses  are  presented  at  the  school  during  the  summer  months. 
To  date  a total  of  27  teachers  have  completed  the  in-service  train- 
ing program.  An  enrollment  of  ten  is  anticipated  for  this  com- 
ing summer.  Credit  for  these  courses  is  granted  by  Converse  Col- 
lege, thereby  qualifying  the  graduates  for  certification  as  teach- 
ers of  the  deaf  and  at  the  same  time  enabling  them  to  renew  their 
state  certification. 

During  the  summer  of  1968  I took  two  courses  in  advanced 
audiology  at  Ithaca  College,  Ithaca,  New  York.  In  November  I 
was  previleged  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Speech  and  Hearing  Association  in  Denver. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HEARING  CONSULTANT 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  we  feel  that  significant 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  area  of  the  school’s  program  of 
hearing  rehabilitation. 

Twentv-two  students  were  fitted  with  hearing  aids.  This  ex- 
ceeds  the  number  fitted  in  any  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  fitted  with  aids  is  due  in  part  to  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Mike  McAllister,  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Counselor  and 
Coordinator,  assigned  to  the  school  this  past  year.  Mr.  McAllister 
obtained  funds  for  the  purchase  of  aids  for  six  students  who  met 
the  requirement  of  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Department. 

Hearing  aids  for  the  remaining  sixteen  students  were  pur-

Repairs  and  accessories  were  provided  for  indigent  cases 
through  funds  donated  by  the  Pilot  Club  and  the  Spartanburg 
Indu.strial  Management  Organization  Club.  The  assistance  from 
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these  two  eivie  clubs  ami  tlie  private  ilonors  is  acknowledged 
with  sincere  appreciation. 

Including  the  children  fitted  with  aids  this  year,  a total  of  11*2 
deaf  pupils,  apj)roxiiuately  a third  of  the  deaf  |)opulation,  and  a 
total  of  10  aphasic  pupils,  one  half  of  the  aphasic  group  used  aids 
this  year.  Hopefully,  by  the  end  of  the  next  school  year  at  lea.st 
50%  of  our  deaf  pupils  will  he  using  aids.  Another  objective  is  to 
replace  some  of  the  student-owned  instruments  now  in  use  with 
new  models.  Some  of  these  aids  have  had  hard  usage  and  are  not 
giving  peak  |)erforniance.  The  maintenance  and  .servicing  of  the 
hearing  aids  continue  to  he  the  greate.st  problem  both  time  wise 
and  money  wise. 

A national  census  of  the  total  population  of  .schools  and  clas.ses 
for  the  deaf,  a government-sponsored  project,  was  initiated  by 
(Jallaudet  (\>llege  this  year.  The  school  was  asked  to  submit  for 
each  student  pertinent  infoiiuation  which  included  among  other 
facts,  degree  of  hearing  impairment,  speech  awareness  or  speech 
recej)tion  thresholds,  whethei-  or  not  the  student  used  a hearing 
aid,  and  if  so,  the  amount  of  benefit  derived  from  the  aid  as  meas- 
ured by  audiometric  tests.  All  of  this  information  was  sent  to 
(Jallaudet  College  to  be  analyzed  and  compiled  for  publication. 
The  national  census  project  is  to  be  carried  on  annually,  with  each 
school  completing  the  forms  for  new  students.  As  a result  of  our 
participation  in  this  project  we  now  have  a current  file  of  data 
pertaining  to  each  child’s  hearing  impairment. 

A portable  Heltone  audiometer  was  purchased  this  year.  We 
now  have  three  portable  audiometers  in  addition  to  the  Allison 
clinical  audiometer. 

While  we  can  look  back  u|)on  the  past  year  with  considerable 
satisfaction,  we  feel  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  additional 
.staff,  a new  clinical  audiometer,  and  more  adecpiate  testing  facili- 
ties. if  we  are  to  fully  meet  the  needs  of  our  students. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOLOGIST 


d'his  re|)ort  covers  briefly  my  seventeenth  and  last  year  as  psy- 
chologi.st  for  this  school  where  I have  been  employed  on  a part 
time  basis.  I have  reached  the  retirement  age  and  I leave  with 
mixed  emotions.  No  longei-  will  I have  to  observe  routine  sched- 
ules, but  I will  miss  the  pleasant  associations  which  I have  had 
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with  the  administration,  teachers,  staff,  and  students.  It  has  been 
a most  rewarding  seventeen  years. 

During  the  past  session  I have  interviewed  and/or  tested  179 
students  and  27  applicants.  I have  had  conference  with  represen- 
tatives of  various  welfare  de})artments  regarding  children  who 
are  either  in  this  school  or  who  might  attend  this  school.  Con- 
ferences have  been  held  with  teachers  and  supervisors  concerning 
problems  of  children  who  are  now  enrolled.  Classrooms  have 
been  visited  to  observe  the  })erformance  of  children  who  have 
been  referred  to  me. 

Individual  written  reports  have  been  submitted  to  the  Superin- 
tendent on  all  cases  which  have  been  referred  to  me. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  IMUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  most  significant  ])rogress  in  the  music  department  this 
year  has  been  most  obvious  in  the  improvement  in  choral  singing. 
The  chorus  has  had  the  advantage  of  most  capable  direction  and 
leadership  from  Mr.  John  E.  Williams  and  the  improvement  in 
quality  of  singing  has  been  mo.st  noticeable.  The  chorus  has  per- 
formed on  numerous  occasions  and  has  more  than  doubled  their 
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ii>ual  lumibtM-  in  tlu'ir  irpoi-toirc.  Tlicir  inteivst  in  sin^nn*;  has 
lu‘(‘n  hi^h  and  tlu'  nninlu'r  in  tin*  ^ri-onp  has  inriTa.sed  to  an  all- 
tinu‘  lu<rli  of  40  students.

KEPOKT  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL  EEHABILITATIOX 
FACILITY  FOR  THE  DEAF 


The  \T)cational  Rehabilitation  Facility  for  the  Deaf  has  com- 
])leted  one  year  of  opeiaition.  Progress  has  been  somewhat  slow 
during  this  first  year:  however,  we  feel  that  we  have  been  able  to 
make  some  significant  progress. 

Our  work  this  year  has  been  concentrated  chiefly  on  those  stu- 
dents who  were  graduating.  Of  this  grou[),  were  able  to  place 
three  .students  in  on-the-jol)  training  situations,  after  having  pro- 
vided vocational  evaluation  services.  Three  students  were  placed 
in  work  assignments  off  campus  foi'  the  pur))ose  of  work  adjust- 
ment training.  Two  of  the  seniors  wei'e  fitted  with  new  hearing 
aids. 

In  addition  to  this  work  with  the  senior  .students,  our  Facility 
has  provided  various  services  to  a number  of  underclassmen. 
Three  of  these  students  have  been  fitted  with  new  hearing  aids 
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Mr.  Michael  H.  McCllister,  Counselor-Coordinator  of  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Facility  at  Cedar  Spring 

and  in  one  instance,  new  glas.ses  were  purchased.  These  students, 
of  course,  followed  e.xtensive  medical  evaluations. 

There  were  a total  of  ten  students  who  were  placed  in  work  as- 
signments on  campus  for  the  jturpose  of  vocational  evaluation  and 
work  adjustment  training.  Services  to  all  the.se  students  will  be 
continued  ne.xt  year.  We  hojte  that  our  Facility  will  be  able  to 
be^in  working;,  jtarticularly,  with  the  vocational  seniors  immed- 
iately after  the  .stai-t  of  .school  in  the  fall. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOFTII  OAROLIXA  ('OMMISSION 

FOR  THE  BLIND 
CEDAR  SPRINO  OFFICE 

The  South  (hirolina  ('ommi.ssion  for  the  Blind  and  the  South 
Carolina  School  foi-  the  Blind,  in  cooperative  venture,  established 
during  the  school  yeai-  an  office  of  vocational  rehabilitation  lo- 
cated on  campus.  I'his  office  works  with  all  .students  who  apply 
for  and  have  need  of  vocational  rehabilitation  services.  Compiled 
case  records  including  medical  information,  jjsycholo^ical  reports, 
case  notes  and  other  information  which  assist  the  counselor  in  as- 
sessing the  educational  and  employment  needs  and  potentials  of 
each  .student  are  formulated.  Aftei-  ])lans  for  vocational  rehabili- 
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Mr.  Ralph  M.  Brown,  Rehabilitation  Counselor — State  Commission  for  the  Blind 

tation  are  apjtroved  and  negotiated  with  the  school,  their  imple- 
mentation is  executed  by  this  office. 

d’his  year  ninety-one  students  applied  for  vocational  rehabilita- 
tion services;  of  these,  fifty-six  were  examined  by  an  opthalmol- 
ogist,  thirty  were  examined  by  a medical  doctor  and  thirty’  un- 
derwent })syThological-psychometric  testing.  Through  medical 
and  o})hthalmological  examinations  it  was  determined  that  sev- 
eral students  could  he  hel})ed  h_v  surgery  to  im})rove  vision  or  cor- 
rect other  medical  problems.  In  addition,  plans  for  each  grad- 
uating senior  have  l)een  compiled  and  are  in  progress. 

RE  POET  OF  TH  E SOCIAL  WORKER 

As  in  past  years.  Social  Service  has  made  everv  effort  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  children  served  by  the  school.  In  order  to  facili- 
tate services,  another  .social  woi'ker  was  added  to  the  staff  this 
y’ear. 

One  of  the  more  important  phases  of  our  work  is  with  pre- 
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school  cliihlivn  ami  their  parents.  Referrals  are  received  from 
many  stmrces.  Kach  apj)lication  is  pi'oces.^^ed  individually  as  in- 
dicateil  hy  the  information  on  the  apj)lication  ami  other  reports 
received.  Often  a home  visit  and/or  interviews  hy  .staff  at  the 
school  are  necessary.  I>ocal  agencies  are  contacteil  re»;ardin^  i>re- 
school  children  in  *renei'al  as  well  as  i-hildren  who  have  been  re- 
ferred for  admission.  It  is  most  imiuu  tant  that  we  have  complete 
information  about  a child  in  order  to  achieve  proj)er  classroom 
placement. 

In  the  cui-rent  year  we  wei-e  able  to  inci-easi*  .sei-vices  not  only  to 
children  enrolled  in  school  hut  also  to  their  pai-ents.  'I'lds  is  an 
area  of  woi-k  we  hope  to  e.\i)and  in  tlu*  comin*j:  years.  Increased 
enrollment  made  it  necessaiw  to  i)lan  transpoi’tation  in  order  foi' 
the  (fivenville  and  Spartanburg  .stmhmts  to  attend  school  as  day 
students  i-ather  than  hoai'din^  students.  Allowin<>:  for  minoi’ 
pi’ohlems,  such  as  weathei'  conditions  in  winter,  this  has  ])rov(>d  a 
satisfactoi-y  arran^»*ment. 

My  annual  repoid  would  not  he  coni|)lete  unless  I e.\pres.sed  my 
appreciation  for  the  ludp  and  cooperation  received  from  parents, 
our  staff  and  other  agencies.  Social  Service  is  deeply  indebted  to 
both  .state  and  local  a^encit's  for  initial  and  continued  service  to 
our  children.

It  is  the  ultimate  desire  of  our  Vocational  Department  to  see 
our  young  men  and  Avomen  become  proud  and  self  supporting  cit-
